WEXFORD CHILD'S 
FATAL BURNS. 


MOTHER IGNORES DOCTOR’S 


ADVICE. 


A verdict of “ death from shock due to ex- 


tensive burus’’ was returned by the jury at 
an inquest which was held in Wexford on the 
body of a four-year-old girl, named Darcy. 


The mother 6f the child stated that on 


last Monday evening she left two children 
in their night attire in the kitchen while 
she was absent from. the house for two 
minutes getting water. On her: return she 
met one of the children at the door with 
its clothing ablaze. She wrapped the chaid 
in a blanket, and the flames went out. She 
brought the child to the County Hospital and 
took it home in a few hours as she feared "i 
would begin to fret. 

Dr. M. O’Brien, surgeon of the County 
Hospital, stated that ihe child’s body was 
extensively burned when it was brought to 
the hospital, and he strongly advised the 
nother not to remove it. She, however. did 
not appear to realise the seriousness of his 
warning. 

The se Mr. J. J. Roche, said. that 
the -loctor or the nuns could not be held 
liable. : 

Dr. O'Brien said that the hospital 
authorities had no power to deta.n a patient, 
and as far as they were concerned there was 


no looseness whatever.

XACTLY fifty years ago there died. 


peacefully in his bed on a farm at. 


Swaythling, near Southampton, where, 


as a breeder of horses and cattle, hé had.’ 


for twenty-five years lived the. life of, a 
typical gentleman farmer, a. strikingly 
handsome old man, who passed as Mr. 
Rosus. Urbane and courteous, he ‘had 
established himself firmly in the esteem 
of the whole countryside. 

His. neighbours would have laughed 
scorniully if anybody had told them 
that this agreeable centleman was hone 
other than the renowned fire-eater, Yuan 
Manuel Ortiz de Rosas, erstwhile 
dreaded Dictator and terror of the 
Argentine. familiarly known as the chief 
of the Gauchos, or the “Tiger,” who had 
been compelled to escape in disguise from 
his own country, a hunted refugee from 
anery retributive justice. Nevertheless, 
it was a fact. In the farmer, who 
scemingly desired nothing better than to 
he leit to tend his own cows and horses, 
was merged the personality of the best- 
hated man in Argentine history—a tyrant, 
whose reign of bloodshed and horror, one 
of the most extraordinary features of the 
first half century of Argentine autonomy, 
is indelibly impressed upon the memortes 
of his fellow-countrymen. 

Curiously enough, the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the death of Rosas virtually 
coincides with the centenary, which 
occurs in 1829, of his accession to the 
Governorship of the Province. This was 
the real beginning of a despotism which, 
for stark and lurid cruelty, challenges 
comparison with any record that the 
most revolutionary republic of Latin- 
America can produce.

COWBOY LEADEH. 


The career of Yuan Manuel Ortiz de 
Rosas embodies a story as highly 
surcharged with sensations and thrills 
as a Zane Grey romance. The son of a 
cattleman, he was bred in a hard school. 
He was entrusted with the charge of one 
of his father’s establishments at a very 
early age, and was already a married 
man before he learnt fo read and write. 
A suspicion of appropriating meney 
drove him from his father’s ranch, and 
thenceforth he figured as a Gaucho, or 
cowboy, and estate overseer, until he 
accumulated sufficient funds to enable 
him, with a little triendly assistance, to 
establish a cattle run of his own at Los 
orrillos. There he was forced to defend 
himself ‘against the Indians, who, en- 
couraged by the anarchical state of the 
country, were raiding to within forty 
miles of Buenos Aires. 

Rosas made Los Corrillos famous as 
a resort of fighting cowboys, reckless 
unrivalled for their 
efficiency in Indian warfare. He exacted 
from his followers the most implicit 
obedience. He paid and fed them well, 
and was rewarded by their unswerving 
lovalty. Backed by a force which no 
ene was capable of resisting, he became 
virtual ruler of the district. Contendinc 
parties. in turn sought his help,flattering 
his vanity and ministering to his 
eradually awakening ambition. Thus he 
was drawn into the vortex of national 
politics.

RETIREMENT AND RETURN. 


After the collapse of two previous con- 
federations, Bernardo Rivadavia, one. of 
the most enlightened Argentines of his 
time, endeavoured vainly to weld the 
provinees together in one united nation. 
It was left to his successor, Manuel 
Dorrego, to establish a temporary 
understanding, which -!asted until the 
rebellion fomented by Lavalle, in 1828. 
Dorrego was captured by Lavalie, and 
wis shot without tral; but Lavalle’s 
triumph was ‘short-lived. The National 
Congress, then assembled at Santa Fé, 
promptly denounced him, and Rosas led 
the province of Buenos Aires, together 
with the larger part of the other 
provinces, against Lavalle. Fijeea 

The struggle that ensued was marked 
by intense fury and bitterness, but, as 
the result of an interview, Lavalle and 
Rosas were temporarily _ reconciled. 
Thereupon the Legislature of Buenos 
Aires, which had been convoked in the 
meanwhile, elected Rosas as Governor of 
the Province. This happened on Decem- 
ber 6th, 1829. Rosas accepted office, 
but at the moment the plans simmering 
in his keen and subtle mind were 
hardly ripe for development. The 
Legislature accorded him extraordinary 
powers. Far from exhibiting anxiety 
for dictatorship or ruthlessness in the 
exercise of authority, he held the reins 
very lightly. After a time, indeed, he 
relinquished the position, refused re- 
election and retired to the country. 
General Yuan R. Balcarce succeeded him, 
only to find his position untenable 
within Jess than a year. Viamont was 
no less a failure. 

It was then that 
revealed himself—a 
courage, obstinate will and merciless 
severity, not devoid of administrative 
genius, passionately devoted to his 
country, but the slave to a temper and 
policy which made him the most 
formidable and sinister figure that had 
yet appeared in Argentine politics.

A SAVAGE DICTATORSHIP. 


Taking up the Governorship once 
more, he converted it into a despotism 
of the worst type. There was a 
sustained ferocity about his methods 
which led many to question his sanity. 
Gradually gathering all power into his 
own hands, he applied it without scruple 
in crushing his enemies. His rancour 
was spéciallv directed against the 
“‘Unitarians,’’ as those who favoured a 
centralised constitution “were called. 
Aided and abetted by his partisans, fore- 
most among whom was General Ignacio 
Oribe, he deliberately set about their 
extermination. 

The bloodshed resulting from this 
malevolent purpose was incessant. The 
unfortunate victims were allowed no 
respite. They were hunted like animals, 
and appeals for mercy were entirely 
useless. Throughout the provinces, and 
particularly in Buenos Aires, a veritable 
reign of terror prevailed. The scene of 
slaughter was extended to the Banda 
Oriental, where some of the political 
refugees had sought shelter, and an 
attempt was actually made to establish 


—Oribe as President of the Republic. 


Several efforts were made to deliver 
Buenos Aires from the hated yoke of 
Rosas, but all were savagely crushed. 
Lavalle, Rosas’s old enemy, invaded 
Buenos Aires at the head of a consider- 
able body of troops, raised chiefly in the 
province of Kntre Rios. He paid for his 
temerity with his life, being defeated at 
Santa Fé and Lujan, and finally captured 
at Jujuy and shot. 

Rosas organi#ed an equally ruthless 
and unsparing campaign against the 
Indians, decimating tribes and appro- 
priating their lands. There was no limit 
to his violence. He waged war with 
Urugtay, Paraguay and Chile, and 
when, under the provocation of his in: 
tolerable tyranny, the combined French 
and English fleets blo¢kaded the Argen- 
tine ports, he flang defiance at them.

Christmas Presents. 


There are many complaints at this time 
of the year about the various charges that 
have to be paid on certain kinds of 
Christmas presents coming into Ireland, 
but the sending of presents to friends and 
relatives in Ametica is hedged about with 
still greater difficulty. Last year a friend 
of mine sent a hamper containing a plum- 
pudding, a Christmas cake, and some pots 
of marmalade (a delicacy almost unknown 
in the United States) to her son in 
Florida, through a Dublin shipping com- 
pany, and a few days later received a bill 
jor 18s. for carriage, etc., nearly as much 
as the value of the goods, and her son, 
at the other end, liad to pay duty as well. 
However, she has learnt her lesson, and 
now sends him money to buy something 
for himself. 


Unprecedented Traffic. 


I went forth yesterday to view the shops 
in Dublin, and found it a hazardous task 
owing to the density of the crowds in the 
streets. But as harassing as it was to 
wend one’s way along the footpaths, it 
was virtually impossible safely to cross 
the aoads, especially in South Great 
George’s street, Grafton street, Westmore- 
land street and Sackville street, where the 
ve-laying of the road added to the con- 
fusion. ef the pedestrian-and the motorist 
alike. 

Never before have I seen in Dublin so 
many long lines of motor care and tram 
cars, which were being constantly brought 
to a stand-stil] for long periods. In the 
circumstances the usually imperturbable 
policemen on point duty found themselves 
helpless to cope with the traffic jams. 
The tram cars on various routes were so 
delayed that they only could complete half 
their journeys, when the trolleys were 
reversed and the cars returned to their 
starting places. 


A Labour Leader.

The “ Traffice-Cop.” 


That man so much admired by Perey 
French’s visitor to London from the land 
‘““where the Mountains of Mourne roll 
down to the sea,” who held up a long 
line of traffic ‘‘ with one wave of his 
hand,” is apparently open to many 
perils other than being run down by care- 
less motorists. At leas this is the 
opinion of a witness before the Commis- 
sion on Police Methods evidence in 
London. 

According to this witness, “a police- 
man who has been employed on point 
luty is apt to become arbitrary, con- 
ceited and overbearing.’”” Ard he sum- 
marised his case by stating that point 
duty is a certain way of “‘ spoiling a good 
policeman.’’ As the details of the road 
to ruin were not given in the short reports 
published, one is left guessing as to the 
exact nature of the descent. 

“In action, how like an angel! In 
apprehensién, how like a god!’ is the 
rather ecstatic description of the traffic- 
policeman given by one of his literary 
admirers. How could such a being be 
expected to deal with the ordinary petty 
or sordid criminal affairs of the ordinary 
policeman’? ‘‘ That one so high should 
fall so low” is too much for human 
nature, even the human nature of police- 
men. Once monarch of all he surveyed, 
when the most gorgeous Rolls-Royce 
advanced or halted with his waving hand, 
it is too much to expect that he should 
mix with ordinary criminals, and regulate 
mere pedestrians. So it is suggested that 
there should be formed a special Traffic 
Corps which will be outside the jurisdic 
tion of the ordinary police control.

Carol Singing in Belfast. 


With the rapid approach of Christmas 
numerous bands of carol singers appear 
in Belfast, and it is no unusual experi- 
ence to have to listen to about a dozen 
different crowds in the night. Some of 
these are genuine singers,’ collecting for 
some worthy charity, but again, some of 
them are merely youngsters going round 
trying to grow rich quickly at the expense 
of the poor. These young robbers are wt 
content to annoy the residents with their 
awful singing, but take an unholy delight 
in extinguishing the lights in the avenues 
—especially in the suburbs where they 
escape detection more easily—with the 
result that a depressing blackness meets 
anybody who turns into one of these 
‘treated ” quarters! It seems ridiculously 
easy for these young brigands to carry out 
their misplaced jokes, as one seldom, if 
ever, reads of any of them being caught. 


Ancient Penalties. 


Long ago, in the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, the people of Belfast 
seemed to have more regard for their own 
comfort and for the suppression of all 
lamp extinguishers and such people. If 
anyone was caught in the act of putting 
out a light or damaging the lamp in any 
way, that person was fined to the tune of 
forty shillings for the first. offence, “fifty 
shillings for the second offence, and three 
pounds for the third. These fines were 
divided in a rather original manner— 
the person who was responsible for the 
conviction received one-half, and the 
other half went to the Belfast Charitable 
Society, to be used for relieving the 
distress of the poor. If the offender had 
no money his (or, perhaps, her) personal 
belongings, such as furniture, etc., were 
auctioned, and the money obtained con- 
fiscated. Then, again, there were those 
who used to steal the street lamps and 
railings, etc., and these, when caught, 
were dealt with even more drastically, 
as they were liable to be transported for 
seven years, or else publicly whipped, at 
the discretion of the judge. 


Origin of Belfast Water Supply. 


It is interesting to know that in 1795 
the Marquis of Donegall cave a lease to 
the Belfast “Charitable Society of some 
springs, and for forty-five years the water 
supply of Belfast was in the hands of the 
society, managed by a committee of nine 
gentlemen cailed the ‘‘Spring Water 
Commiissioners.’’ Upwards of £30,000 of 
the poor’s money was expended from time 
to tithe in supplying necessary capital and 
in extending the supply of water to Bel- 
fast. When the forty-five years had 
elapsed, in 1840 to be exact, an Act was 
passed constituting the present Water 
Board, who, by the way, to this day pay 
the Charitable Society an annual sum of 
£800, and give it a free supply of water, 
in return for the money it advanced and 
expended during the forty-five years.

Thus there 
were at least one time three Christmasses 
celebrated in the year—April 20, May 20, 
and January 6—and even after Julian 
prescribed the now accepted date uni- 
formity was only attained by slow degrees.

Pig’s Head or Cabbage. 


Some people are not pleased with the 
new Irish coins. One man said they 
should have a pig’s head on one side of 
the pennies and a cabbage on the other, 
so that people tossing petinies could cry 
“ Pig’s Head or Cabbage,’’ instead of 
“ Head or Harp, ” as they do at present. 

“Head or Tail’’ is what they say in 
England when tossing coins, and some- 
times in Ireland as well. ‘‘Tail’’ may 
not be a very respectful way of referring 
to the stately figure of Britannia which 
appears on our old pennies, but it must 
be remembered that the designs on the 
back of English coins vary, although all 
have the King’s head on the front, s0, 
perhaps, ‘‘Head or Tail’’ is as good a 
way as any to describe both sides. 

The reason why most people in Ireland 
say ‘‘ Head or Harp”’ is because previous 
to the Union special coins with the King’s 
head on one side and a harp on the other 
were issued for Ireland, and the phrase 
continned long after the coins which gave 
rise to it were withdrawn from circula- 
tion. 

However, the new Irish coins all have a 
harp on the reverse side, so that the 
latter portion of the phrase “ Head or 
Harp ” again becoines correct, and it is 
now the first part that is no longer 
accurate, a fact which many people have 


noted wit hy regret.

UST when many th ians have 

agreed to treat some Testament 
stories as allegories comes the surprising 
suggestion that an expedition should be 
sent ott to search for Noah’s Ark. Mr. 
Strong, a foxmer president oí the 
Chicago Chapter of American H ngineers, 
has offered to finance the expetlition im 
order to britig the ark to Chicago for 
the p World’s Fair of (1950. 

Hopes of finding the ark are based on 
the theory that, if it grouwndéd on a 
mountain, the rareness of the aiir would 
check decay. This is to push theory 
beyond the limits of prebalility; for 
Mount Ararat is not sufficiently high 
to make any noticeable differends in the 
atmosphere from that below. TY-aditions 
of the building of the ark angt of its 
voyage are carefully preserved secrets 
of the native races that inhabit tihat part 
of Asia Minor. The most important 
clues are in the hands of  devil- 
worshippers. 

I visited these strange people a short 
while ago, and I learnt from them that 
it was not on the mount that we call 
Ararat that the ark came to resi. The 
true Ararat is some distance away, and 
it was - western ignorance of local 
tradition that led early geographers to 
give the name to the highest peak: in the 
district. 

THE BUILDING SITE. 


In the Kurdish mountains, miles north 
of the traditional site of the Garden of 
Eden, I came on a high ridge wf land 
called Ain Sufni. It means “fhiú well 
and this, I was assured, is the traditional 
spot on which Noah built his ark. 
Standing there, I found it easy to picture 
Noah looking out over the plaite and 
seeing the waters gradually risim; from 
the Mesopotamian Valley. 

A distinct advantage of this traalition 
is that there is so little life in these 
mountains that it appreciably reduces 
the number of animals that Noah could 
have taken with him into his craft. The 
tradition, it is well to recall, com; back 
to the year 300 A.D., as can be ‘proved 
from excavated remains. If doubts of its 
worthiness linger, let us look at another 
ridge in those mountains called the: Judi 
Dagh. 

There, annually on September 14th , there 
is a great gathering of devil-worsht ppers. 
They sacrifice sheep and goats 1 the 
actual spot on the ridge where they 
believe that the ark came to rest. In 
support of the tradition they point out 
that olive trees grow not far awity as 
the dove flies, and that they crow na where 
else in Mesopotamia or in the Karrdish 
mountains. ‘‘If you reject this spot,” 
say the devil-worshippers, “show us 4 
better.’’ I must confess that I could not 


find one. 
NOAH’S TOMB. 


Below this mountain shrine, in the 
valley, Noah’s tomb was pointed out Í o me 
and also Noah’s vineyard. Grapes are 
still grown there, and, what is still 
more to the point scarcely anywhere else 
in the neighbourhood. 


A GIANT HOUSE-BOAT. 


All the traditions of the _ ¢'evil- 
worshippers are their own—all handed 
down from generation to generation‘; for 
no devil-worshipper is allowed to leai n to 
read. Not one of their race, in m¢xdern 
times, has been known to become a 
Christian. They worship the spirit of evil 
on the off-chance that it may turt: up 
trumps after all. They hold secrets w hich 
will well repay the inquiries of modern 
American fundamentalists, despite the 
fact that the United States refused a 
mandate for the country after the war. 

Whatever the expedition discovers, the 
members will not take the ark back ‘with 
them to Chicago. They are looking for a 
giant house-boat like those of bysgone 
emperors, in search of which Signor 
Mussolini is draining Lake Nemi.

It is me rely 
an enlarged ‘‘Gupha’’—the Arabic vsvord 
in use to-day to describe the twenty -five 
foot .coracles of palm basket vw ork, 
‘pitched within and without,” which 
are used to transport animals on the 
Tigris. 

lt is within the bounds of possibj lity 
that one could have been built of un- 
usual dimensions, but, though supposed 
relics of it may be treasured by the da »vil- 
worshippers—and I believe they are—it is 
extremely unlikely that even fossilised 
fragments will ever be unearthed.

DR. GREGG AND 
COMPULSION. 


LITERATURE AND THE 
CENSURSHIP BILL. 
accnssiepnlimeitiligs 


The Archbishop of Dublin (the Most Rev. 
Dr. Gregg) presented the prizes to the suc- 
cessful pupils at the Diocesan Boys’ School, 
Molesworth street, Dublin, last night. 

He was very glad, he said, to see the 
boys gomg in for the bank examinations ; 
but he was still more anxious and more con- 
cerned about what the Headmaster said as 
to the boys competing in the Civil Service 
examinations. It was his great desire that 
those belonging to the Church of Ireland 
should not regard themselves as shut out 
from Government services because of Irish. 
He could not regard the existence of Irish 
as an excuse to prevent them from 
their places in the Civil Service. The mere 
difficulty that it presented was a challenge 
to them to say that, whatever difficulties 
there were, they were not going to be beaten 
by them. (Applause.) 

He trusted that the boys of the School and 
their parents would not allow themselves in 
any way whatever to be deterred from claim- 
ing the right of any citizen to take their 
places in the administrative service of the 
Government, if they could pass the examina- 
tion, merely by the fact that Irish was one 
of the subjects. He was glad to see that 
80 per cent. of the boys were studying Irish. 
He did not pretend to agree for a moment 
with the Government’s way of doing things, 
but he wanted to look at things in a practical 
way. (Hear, hear.) He thought that it was 
most important that their community should 
not allow itself, or allow anybody else, to 
foel that they were not just as much a part 
of the country and a part of the national 
commonwealth as anybody else. (Applause.) 
The difficulties were ‘simply there to be over- 
come, and he could not think that the boys 
would let themselves be deterred by them. 

THE CENSORSHIP BILL. 

He sincerely hoped that in that school 
English literature would not be forgotten or 
omitted. They heard a great deal at the 
present time about a thing that they called 
censorship. It was a thing exciting many 
different opinons, and a considerable amount 
of adverse criticism. He himself did not 
feel any sympathy with a censorship of 
literature as a principle, but what he wished 
to say was that if they wanted to find the 
best way of keeping bad literature at 
distance, the thing to do was to learn to Jove 
good literature. That was the true principle 
of censorship; let every man, every woman, 
every boy, every girl be their own censor; 
learn to love and appreciate good literature, 
and low and dirty literature would have no 
attractions for them whatever. (Applause.) 

The Archbishop congratulated the choir ou 
its singing, and said that he did not wonder 
that it got 84) per cent. in the examination. 
He also congratulated the Old Boys’ Union, 
which had borne very good fruit. It was a 
very remarkabie thing to think that the very 
heavy overdraft—which exceeded £800—had 
been reduced to £300 through the efforts of 
the Old Boys’ Union, the governors, and 
those who adminstered the affairs of the 
school. Speaking as a member of the 
Diocesan Board of Education, he could only 
say that he was very gratified to think of the 
enormous improvement that had taken place 
in the schoo! during the last couple of vears. 
There was no reason why the school should be 
in debt, and if the Old Boys’ Union continued 
to work, the debt would be liquidated 
altogether. 

THE REPORT. 

The annual report, submitted by Mr. T. W. 
i. Jones, Headmaster, stated—The school ‘s 
In as satisfactory a condition and its pros- 
pects are as bright as at any time during the 
period I have been headmaster—a period 
which is now over a quarter of a century 
The numbers have been steady at the figure 
fixed by the Committee a few years ago, as 
suitable for our staff and accommodation. 
The average for the past year was 70, and 
the number on the roll for the current term 
is 73. An important event for us, since 
our last public distribution of prizes, was the 
foundation of our Old Boys’ Union. Arising out 
of a suggestion of His Grace the Archbishop, 
that occasion, a meeting of old pupils 
was arranged, and those present decided to 
found the Union. At that time the debt 
on the School was causing some anxiety to 
the Committee of Management, and an appeal 
for funds was made jointly by the Diocesan 
Board and the Old Union, The re- 
sult ot tie appeal, together with the im- 
proved financial working of the School, has 
been that the debt, which was then £861, 
will, at the end of the present year, be ra- 
duced to about £300, and we hope that by 
the end of next the debt will be prac- 
tically wiped out. (Hear, hear.) 

The educational system under which we 
have been working in recent years, wlulst 
giving us greater freedom in shaping cur 
courses to suit the needs of our pupils, has 
naturally restricted the number of our ean- 
didates at the intermediate examinations hy 
making Irish a compulsory subject at the in- 
termediate certificate examination. At this 
examination this vear only four of our pupils 
were qualified to compete, and of these two 
passed, one taking honours in Irish and in 
the examination generally. Whatever we may 
think of the advisability of making this sub- 
ject play such an important part in our 
dei, work, we are making every endeavour 
to carry out the prescribed programme, and 
80 per cent. oí our pupils are now taking 
Irish. (Applause.) I may say that we ap- 
preciate the sympathetic manner in which 
our difficulties have been treated by the 
authorities. 

Since our last distribution several of our 
pupils have been successful at bank examina- 
tions. R. McClelland won a gold medal in 
the competition held by the Royal Dublin 
Society for essays on the Spring Show, and 
W. Mullan passed the solicitors’ apprentice 
examination. At the examination by the 
Board of Education of school choirs this 
year, our choir obtained 88} per cent, with 
84 per cent. in sight-reading, and I must con- 
gratulate Miss Haythornthwaite on her suc. 
cessful work. Owing to the kindness of 
Palmerston F.C. in allowing us the use of 
their field at a very moderate rent, our boys 
have every opportunity to indulge in games 
under good conditions, and Mr. Raffan’s 
energy has aroused great enthusiasm for 
Rugby football.

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PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL 


SCHOOL. 

The annual distribution of prizes took 
place in St. Patrick’s Cathedral School last 
night. The Very Rev. H. J. Lawlor, Dean of 
St. Patrick's, presided, and there was a large 
attendance 

The Warden (the Rev. C. J. Burrowes) 
said that, judging by the examination results, 
the year had been a successíul one for the 
school. George King and Richard Knaggs 
passed the Intermediate Certificate examine- 
tion with honours. Both were entered in five 
subjects, King gaining honours in four—lIrish, 
English, Latin and Mathematics—and Knaggs 
raining honours in three—Irish English and 
Eatin. It was a great credit to the school 
that both boys passed with honours in Irish, 
and a tribute to the good work of their Irish 
teacher, Mrs. Williams. Mr. Kimber, too, 
might be proud of their answering in Latin 
and English. mane might think that two were 
a verv small number to enter for the examina- 
tion, but they should remember that no boy 
was allowed to sit for that examination with- 
out Irish, and as these were the only two 
hoys of Intermediate Certificate standard who 
had done Irish they could not have entered 
anv more. Four of their boys—King, Wood. 
worth, Simpson and Colin—were awarded 
scholarships into Mountjoy School, and one 
boy—Sydney Greig—passed the entrance ex- 
amination to Trinity College. The Ovenden 
Memorial Prize of £10, for best answering at 
the Intermediate Certificate examination, was 
awarded to George King, and the school 
prize of £5 was won by Richard Knaggs. 
With regard to sport, they had unfortunately 
very little opportunity for organised games, 
but they had an afternoon each week, of 
which they made the most that they could. 
Daring the summer term they had cricket, 
in which everybody took a keen interest. 
They plaved four matches, of which they won 
three. This term they started hockey instead 
of rugby, and they were fortunate in having 
a first-class hockey player in Mr. Keegan, to 
coach the boys. 

The swimming this year was not so well 
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attended as in former years, but, still, they |

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THE CHAIRMAN. 


The Chairman said that, he thought the 
report was a splendid one—in fact, *t was 
so very good that he ‘could hardly believe 
but that it was made by a boy that knew 
the school. There was no school that he 
liked as much as the Grammar School of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, When St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral was founded, in 1190, it was made 
perfectly plain that it was to be a church 
where there was to be a school where the 
boys were to be taught, not only the boys 
who were singing in the choir, but other 
boys also. That was a very long time ago, 
and all through the centuries they had been 
trying to have a really good school for St. 
Patrick's Cathedral. it became a really 
good school about 1870. Each year since 
then it was getting better, and he thought 
that it was now the best school in Ireland, 
though it was not very large. He thought 
that it had reached its zenith just now. How 
were they to make the school better than it 
was? The only people to make the school be tter 
were the boys themselves. They ought to 
try and help the Warden and the master 
and Miss Ellis, and if they did that they 
would be doing their duty to the school and 
to Ireland. (Applause.) 

The Chairman then distributed the prizes, 
and an interesting musical programme fol- 
lowed, Dr. Hewson presiding at the piano.

ANNUAL PRIZE-GIVING. 

The Rev. E. J. Devlin, Headmaster of the 
Kingstown Grammar School, speaking at the 
distribution of prizes in the Town Hall, 
Kingstown, last night, said that, with regard 
to the Intermediate results of last June, they. 
like other schools which took up the study of 
Irish rather late, had met with a reverse. 
However, from failure there often sprang

word about Irish, for or against. He was 
absolutely sick of it, from: what he had read 
in the newspapers.

The aim in school education 
was not so much to impart knowledge as to 
inculcate a love for knowledge. ‘The aim 
should be to stimulate the desire for 
knowledge. ‘They should make boys and girls 
love booke. He would appeal to parents, if 
their boys and girls did not happen to be 
endowed with a superabundant amount ol 
intelligence, to be patient with them, because 
those were the kind that most needed 
encouragement. Environment was 
made by the school, but very much the larger 
part was made by the home. Parents who

SNOBBERY IN SCHOOLS 
AND RELIGION. 


VALUE OF THE BOY SCOUT 
MOVEMENT. 


Major-General H. M. de F. Montgomery, 

.B., C.M.G., addressing a very large gather- 
ing at Portora Royal School, Enniskillen, on 
the occasion of the annual speech day and 
distribution of prizes, congratulated the School 
on the progress of scouting. He believed 
that Portora and other great schools which 
had taken up scouting were going to benefit 
from the movement, because it was going to 
kill the spirit of snobbish aloofness which 
was at one time the curse of their public 
school system, In future, instead of adopting 
a pharasaical attitude, and thanking God that 
he was not as other boys were, the public 
school boy’s chief: endeavour would be to see 
that other boys got the chance of being as 
like public school boys as possible. 

While on this subject of suobbishness, as 
one who has lived a lot of his life abroad, 
he would refer to another subject—religious 
snobbishness or intolerance. Let each of them 
believe in their own religion, and not run 
down the religion of others. Above all, let 
no one assume that, because he thought he 
could boast of a more enlightened form of 
religion than his neighbour, he was therefore 
the better man of the two. Nearly all 
religions had their good points and their bad 
ones. Let them concentrate on the good ones. 
(Applause.) There were too many people in 
the world to-day with no religion for them 
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who had a religion to be able to afford to 
quarrel amongst themselves. (Hear, hear.) 


EARLSFORT HOUSE SCHOOL.

Presiding at the annual prize distribution 
at McGuire’s College, Dublin, the principal, 
Mr A. Moorhead, remarked that, in spite of 
the smaller number of Civil Service examina- 
tions held this year, the attendance at the 
College had been, if anything, above the 
average, and the distinctions gained reflected 
the greatest credit on the students and on 
the staff.

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DAMAGES AGAINST DUNDALK 
HOTEL. 


Judgment was given at Dundalk District 
Court yesterday in the claim by Michael 
Melia and Thomas Tinley for damages for 
injuries sustained through a top-storey win- 
dow of the Queen’s Arms Hotel, Dundalk, 
falling upon them. The window hit one of 
them on the head and the other on the arm. 
and Melia claimed that, owing to the injuries, 
he had lost a job with a farmer. 

Mr. Goff, District Justice, held that the 
proprietors of the hotel were liable for the 
damage on the principle that a person using 
the highway had an absolute right to use it 
in safety, and that there was an obligation 
on the owners of adjoining property to see 
‘that by no possible neglect, however simple, 
damage was not done to wayfarers. At the 
time of the accident the weather was stormy 
and windows of the kind which opened in an 
out were liable to be blown down when left 
open, The window should have been kept 
shut on such a day. 

He awarded each, of the plaintiffs thirty 
shillmgs, with £2 2s. expenses. 


DEATH RATE IN FREE 
STATE TOWNS.

HIGH FIGURES FOR WATERFORD 
The weekly returns of births and deaths 


for the week ended December 15th inst., 
states that for the eleven principal town dis- 


»>tricts of the Irish Free State there was an 


average death-rate of 15.4 per thousand of 
the population. 

For the same period, in 107 large English 
towns the figures were 12.8 per thousand of 
the population. 

Waterford town district had the very high 
death-rate of 29.4 per thousand of its popu- 
lation. Limerick was next with 18.5, and 
Cork third with 17.3. 

Of the 125 deaths registered in the Dublin 
Registration Area, 21 were of children under 
five years of age, and 39 of persons aged 65 
years and upwards, of whom ól were 71 
years of age and over. 

There were 164 births registered in Dublin 
in that week.

GAS EXPLOSION IN

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An explosion which occurred at about 
6 a.m. yesterday at the licensed premises 
of Mr. James Collins, at Dundrum.

HOSPITA LITY, 


ENTERTAINING AMERICAN 
WARSHIP'S CREW. 


CURIOUS ATTITLU DE OF 
MINISTRY. 


The officers of the Free State Army 
wey maintained the national tradition of 
hospitality on the ocacsion of the visit of the 


years ago. 

It was really the business of .the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs, but the task of 
entertaining the officers, warrant officers and 
men of the Pittsburg was transferred by 
that Department to the Army Authorities. 

Trouble arose afterwards because the Army 
efficers, as Mr. Doolin, of the Department of 
Finance, put it to the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee on the Appropriation Accounts, “did 
it regardless.”’ 

When it came to “ footing the Bill,” the 
Department of External Affairs refused to 
nnÍoosen its purse strings, and, as the officers 
had paid a great deal out of their own 
“Ph the balance went on to the Army 

ote 


“ OFFICIAL ENTERTAINMENT.” 

Referring to the matter, the report of the 
Public Accounts Committee on the Appro- 
priation Accounts for 1926 27 states :+- 

“ A charge of £306 16s. 3d. appeared in 
this account, representing portion of the 
entertainment expenses of a wuumber of 
foreign officers visiting this country. It was 
incurred without the prior authority of the 
Department of Finance. A further charge in 
connection with this matter appears in the 
account of the Department of External 
Affairs. This latter is the only vote authorised 
to undertake the service of official entertain- 
ment, and, consequently, the charge against 
the Army Vote is not ti in order. 

“ At the. time of these proceedings the 
practice with regard to official entertalament 
had not been worked out in detail. The 
Committee has been informed that this matter 
has received adequate attention since the date 
of the charge now under consideration, and 
that the procedure has been much tightened 
up. The Department of Finance, having 
regard to the circumstances, has agreed to 
the charge against the Army Vote, and the 
Committee concurs.’’ 

In his evidence before the Committee, the 
Army Finance Officer, Mr. Gorman, said that 
the entertainment of these officers was 
allocated to the Army—although the 
External Affairs Department was the one 
responsible for such matters—but when the 
‘* settling-up ” process came, it was found 
that the Free State Army officers would not 
be allowed anything approaching’ their 
actual expenditure, and, in actual fact, were 
heavily out of pocket in connection with the 
matter. 

AUTHORISED BY GOVERNMENT. 

Asked by Dr. Ryan, T.D. (Fianna Fail), 
the chairman. of the committee, if the 
Executive Conncil had decided on the enter- 
tainment to the Pittsburgh officers, 

Mr. Gorman replied that it was “a 
Government entertainment.” He was aware 
that there was a sub-head in the External 
Affairs vote for ‘‘ official entertainment.”’ 

Major Bryan Cooper—Did you approach 
the Department of External Affairs and try 
to obtain some grant? 

Mr. Gorman—Yes: it was really through 
the Department of External Affairs that 
authority was obtained from the Finance 
Department for the expenditure. They in- 
vited the Army, as a matter of fact, to 
undertake this particular work, and I am 
bound to confess that on future occasions the 
officers should not be called on to contribute 
towards such expenditure. 

ARMY SAVED THE SITUATION. 

Major Cooper—That is not my quesgion. 
Did you ask the Department of thal 
Affairs to foot the bill when they made the 
request or subsequently’? Subsequently. 

And they refused? They simply 
authority for so much per head, and that 
amount per head did not cover the expendi- 
ture. 

The actual cost’? No. 

Chairman—Did they accuse you afterwards 
of being too generous in the entertainments? 
The oflicers of the Army when allocated a 
job of this kind naturally do the thing in a 
proper way, in accordance with what we may 
term Irish hospitality, and the result is that 
they found themselves out of pocket. 

Major Cooper—I would like to hear Mr. 
Doolins views as to a charge for official! 
entertainment being borne by the Army vote 
when there is a sub-head for official enter- 
tainment in the Department of External 
Affairs, and when the amount of that sub- 
head was not nearly expended. They only 
spent £300 out of £1,200. 

PROCEDURE NOW TIGHTENED UP. 
Mr. Doolin, the representative «f the D+- 
partment of Finance, in the course of a state- 
ment, said that since this occurred the proce 
dure had been very much tightened up and 
very closely regulated. The arrangement at 
present was that the expenditure was borne 
on the Vote for External Affairs. 

‘The officers of the Army lived up to the 
full traditions of Irish hospitality, said Mr. 
Doolin. If I might use a colloquialism, they 
““did it regardless.’’ Included in this item 
was an expenditure of £124 for printing. Not 
alone did the officers entertain the officers of 
the Pittsburgh, but they wished to let them 
have something in the nature of a permanent 
souvenir. 

“Considerations of that kind ultimately in- 
duced the Minister for Finance, after a good 
deal of hesitation and argument, that as it 
was the first big occasion on which the Army 
was suddenly and without experience called 
on to entertain the military representatives 
of a foreign nation, to come to that decision. 
In our view they over-did it, ... 

‘Tt was for that reason that we rather 
took the line that entertainment proper, in 
the shape of banquets and catering for the 
inner man, should fall on the Vote 2 Exter- 
nal Affairs, and that the Army which, so to 
speak, sinned out of inexperience—bearing in 
m nd that the Army officers themselves bore 
a large portion of the cost out of their own 
private funds and had to subscribe towards 
the entertainments given—should. be allowed 
to bear the remainder on the Army Vote.”

Drogheda. 
Sergeant McGovern and the other members 
of the Duleek Civie Guards, under the 
direction of Superintendent Kelly, of Navan, 
are pursuing inquiries into the matter. Mean- 
while the authorities await the analyst’s re- 
port on the carcases.

POSITION IN THE FREE STATE. 

At the meeting oí the North Wicklow 
Technical Instruction Committee at Bray, the 
Rev. Canon Scott, M.A., presiding, the 
question of the Committee’s application for a 
Government grant for the building of a new 
school was under consideration, the accom- 
modation in the existing school at Bray 
being inadequate. , 

Mr. D. Gun O'Mahony, T.D., wrote en- 
closing a letter that he had received from 
the Minister for Education. The Minister said 
that the provision of new or increased accom- 
modation had been a matter of difficulty in 
several centres in the Saorstat. No State 
grants had at any time been made for this 

urpose, and, owing to the high cost of 

uitding since the war and the small amount 

which could be spared in most urban centres 
from the produce of the vole for technical 
instruction purposes—at present limited to 
the maximum of 2d. in the £—the question 
of funds in such districts was a most difficult 
one. ‘The Technical Education Commission 
had made certain recommendations with a 
view to overcoming this difficulty. These 
recommendations suggested increasing the 
powers of the local rating authority for raising 
loans, ete. This and other recommendations 
of the Commission were at present being ex- 
amined in the Minister’s Department. As 
this examination had to be carried out con- 
currently with the ordinary work of the 
Department, some delay must necessarily 
occur before a decision could be arrived at. 

In the meantime, the Minister added, he 
feated fhat it was not possible to give any 
special assistance to the Bray Committee 
which would enable it to overcome present 
difficulties. 

Letters were also received by the Bray 
Committee from Messts, Seamys Moore and 
J. Everitt, T.D.’s, sympathising with the 
Committee’s efforts to secure means to en 
large their schools, and promising earnest 
support. 

The Committee decided to reguest the 
three deputies to attend a future meeting and 
discuss the whole question of the inadequacy 
of the Bray Technical Instruction Schools, 
and the steps to be taken to remedv the 
difficulties under which the Committee is 


labouring.

The Dawes Scheme. 


, Now that the meeting of the League of 
Nations Council at Lugano has come to 
an end, those who are charged with the 
conduct of Europe's affairs will turn 
their attention once more to the revision 
of the Dawes scheme. Four years ago the 
American, General Dawes, evolved his now 
famous plan for the payment of German 
reparations. This plan removed the 
problem of reparations from the arena of 
international politics, where for such a 
long time it had been the plaything of 
‘Foreign Ministers, and established it on a 
severely practical basis. Germany under- 
took to lay aside a certain proportion of 
her tax and railway revenue, as well as 
to impose an additional tax on real estate, 
ior the purpose of reparatioms payments. 
A commission was appointed to supervise 
the machinery of the new scheme, and 
since the beginning the plan has worked 
with remarkable success. Annuities have 
been paid in gold with punctual pre- 
Germany has been obliged to pay 
an annually rising sum to. the Com- 
mission in Berlin, whose task it has been 
to make the transfer of these monies to the 
Allies in certain agreed proportions. Thus 
France has obtained 52. per cent. of all 
payments, and so far there has not been a 
single hitch. The annuities began at a 
reasonably low figure, but during the 
present year they reached their maximum 
of £125,000,000.

Earthquake in Bloomsbury. 

On Wednesday night London would have 
dismissed an earthquake in Bloomsbury 
as a Wells-like fancy, but on Thursday 
morning the thing happened. Suddenly, 
at about eight o'clock, there was a series 
of subterranean gas explosions in a wide 
area of Central London between Kingsway 
and Shaftesbury avenue. Streets. were 
torn open and flames poured from the 
yawning fissures. A tall building ‘took 
fire; many houses were shaken so 
violently that their ceilings collapsed ; 
the covers of manholes were hurled 
through roofs, and lamp-posts were up- 
rooted. Almost every public’ service— 
water, gas, -electricity ‘and Post Office 
cables—between the top of Kingsway and 
Tottenham Court road was destroyed. The 
material damage probably will amount to 
hundreds of thousands of pounds, but the 
human damage was astonishingly small. 
Nobody was killed, although many had 
wonderful escapes from death; and only 
a score of people received minor injuries. 
If the explosions had occurred three or 
four hours later, the loss of life in that 
crowded centre of London’s traffic might 
have been terrible. During the whole of 
Thursday flaming gas came from the broken 
mains. It is flickering still in some places, 
and throughout yesterday the nerves of 
police and other workers in the ravaged 
district were kept on edge by sinister 
rumblings, Four hundred families have 
been removed from ‘contact with the 
poisoned atmosphere; the repair gangs 
are forced: to wear gas masks; indeed, 
the ' calamity. must have been for many 
Londoners a vivid reproduction. of the 
German air-raids. The Gas Light and 
Coke Company has hastened to declare 
that it “recognises no responsibility for 
the accident”; but on this point the 
public will suspend its judgment until the 
official inquiry has been held. No doubt, 
the Home Office, which is arranging the 
inquiry, will act promptly and thoroughly ; 
for London is alarmed and will insist upon 
a full and candid statement of facts, These 
explosions did not come without some 
warning. Recently a workman on the new 
underground station at Piccadilly Circus, 
which we described a few days ago, pierced 
a gas pipe with his pick, and an explosion 
A little earlier fire broke out 
in the subway

under the Embankment, 
which carries gas mains and electric cables. 
At Bethnal Green, too, three people in a 
house were suffocated by an escape of gas 
from.a fracture in the main, which was 


caused by the sinking of the subsoil. Such 


| accidents, culminating in Thursday’s out- 


break, suggest frightening possibilities. 
Has overground London. absorbed in the 
splendours of her development, forgotten 
the complexities of underground London? 
In order that her millions may have light, 
water, telegrams, telephones and swift 
transport she has constructed. beneath her 
streets a vast network of pipes and cables, 
and haschained to her service a tremendous 
congregation of explosive forces. Has she 
safeguarded these forces sufficiently? Has 
she any real security against new disasters 
from below? These questions concern al! 
her local authorities, and the result of the 
Home Office inquiry will be awaited with 
anxious interest. 


Better Buildings. 


In his presidential address to the Royal 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland, 
Mr. James H. Webb said that during the 
last few vears architecture’in Ireland had 
progressed in just .one respect—archi- 
tectural education now was greatly 
improved. The establishment of the 
School of Architecture in the National 
University marked a new stage in the 
training of Irish recruits to the profession. 
Mr. Webb made a sensible protest against 
the tendency of Government departments 
and municipalities to standardise designs. 
As he aptly said, no one would approve of 
a proposal to conduct the Abbey Theatre 
with only one dramatist, and it is equaliy 
absurd to hope for high standards of 
building where al! plans are required to 
conform to the notions of a single mind. 
Main principles of development must be 
laid down, but, within the limits thus 
defined, there ought to be wide freedom 
for the genius of many designers. To this 
end it is highly desirable, as Mr. Webb 
said, that architects should make a 
greater effort to impress their claims upon 
the public notice, Here, we think, Mr. 
Webb touched the heart of the matter. 
The new machinery for the training of 
young architects wil] produce good crafts- 
men. More stringent rules of admission 
to the Institute will discourage the 
slovenly student. Hereafter, in  con- 
sequence, we ought to be spared the bad 
proportions which disfigure so much of 
even the most ambitious building in the 
reconstructed centre of Dublin. — Let. a 
man contemplate Leinster House, or the 
houses of Merrion square, observing how 
the tiers of windows diminish in size in 
a harmonious progression, and then let 
him gaze upon parts of the new Sackville 
street. The training of students, however, 
is not enough. It is the “public—and 
particularly that part of the public 
which occupies places ol authority and 
influence that most needs education. We 
want architects who possess, not merely 
the skill to design correctly, but that 
passionate zest for their art that will 
make them apostles to the people. It is 
the architects who ought to. raise public 
opinion against that disfigurement oí 
Dublin which has been in steady progress 
for a century. In the days when Dr. 
Newman lectured in Dublin it was: pro- 
posed to build the new university and a 
new cathedra] on the northern heights as 
the nucleus of a dignified new urban 
region. To-day on those heights the

Tt is not in Government Blue Books that 
we usually look for sparkling prose; but 
the annual report of Sir Robert Johnson, 
Deputy-Master and Comptroller of the 
Royal Mint, always is an exception to 
the rule. Every year he finds matter for 
a challenging essay, and cheerfully defies 
all critics of his coinage. When the recent 
issue of new English coinage was made 
greater public interest in numismatics was 
manifested than ever before, and nearly 
10,000 advance sets were purchased. Some 
collectors begged Sir Robert Johnson to 
furnish autograph letters “ from the money- 
maker himself” to accompany sets which 
were intended as gifts to children. He 
says that he complied with these requests 
“with all the pleasure in the world,” and 
we foresee that he will be obliged to resort 
to a rubber-stamp signature if ever he. 
presides over the issue of a fresh series 
of British designs. Among the critics of 
the new coins. he relates, was one who 
advertised daily in the columns of a 
London newspaper thus: “Isn't the new 
sixpence horrible?’ In the Irish Free 
State that sixpence, with its twining oak 
leaves and acorns, is debarred from cir- 
culation by the nickel greyhound which 
issued from the same mint. Sir Robert 
Johnson praises the new Free State 
coinage—“‘the most interesting series of 
coin designs of recent times.” Its critics, 
however, may take encouragement by the 
invitation which he issues to critics in 
England. “There is no reason why we 
should not at once prepare to collect 
suggestions for new types. . If anyone is 
of opinion that he can improve on what 
we have, I formally and most cordially 
invite him to send his models in.”

The state of affairs in Bloomsbury

GULF OF CALIFORNIA 
DISAPPEARING, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


' SAN DIEGO, Friday. 

The possibility of the disappearance of 
the Gulf of California is being suggested 
by scientific experts. Reports reaching 
here from Loreto,. Lower California, state 
that observations show that the Penin- 
sula is widening, and points to the possi- 
bility of eventual disappearance of the 
Gulf. 

The Jesuit priests, who colonised this 
part of the Peninsula 230 years ago, first 
noted the change. Juan. Dareno, a 
descendant of the Spanish colonisers, 
decided, about thirty years ago, to check 
the Jesuits’ figures. He planted palm 
trees on the shore of Loreto Bay, within 
ten feet of the sea. These trees are now 
one hundred yards inland. 

It is believed that within a few cen- 
turies the East’ Coast will be united with 
many of the small islands that dot the 
Gulf a short distance off the Peninsula. 
Twenty years ago navigation between the 
islands and the Peninsula was safe, but 


row navigation by large boats is con- 
sidered dangerous.

CAPORETTO RECALLED.

BORDIGHERA, Friday. 
Marshal Cadorna, who commanded the 
Italian Army in the Great War, from 


May, 1915, until 
o'clock this afternoon, aged. seventy-eight 
vears. He suffered from arterial sclerosis, 
and had been lying in a grave condition 
for some days. 

Marshal Cadorna was born at Pallanza, 
and in 1868 he entered on his long mili 
tary career. He was the son of Count 
Rataele Cadorna, leader of the Italian 
Army that invaded the Papal States in 
1870. In that invasion the Marshal 
served on his father’s staff. He had risen 
to the rank of Lieutenant-General in 1905, 
and he suceeeded General Pollo as Chief 
of the Italian General Staff. 

Marshal Cadorna was 66 years of age 
when, in 1915, he was appointed Com- 
mander-in4‘hief of the Italian Army. At 
Caporetto in 1917 disaster overtook the 
Italian arms and Cadorna was superseded 
by General Diaz. Afterwards, however, 


his military achievements during the two 
years from 1915 to the Battle of Caporetto 
were acknowledged, and he represented 
Italy on the . Military Council at 
Versailles. The Fascist. régime in 1924 


conferred on him and General Diaz the 
title of Marshal.

PARCELS TRAFFIC. 

Already there are indications that the 

volume of business which the Dublin Post 


Office will have to handle this year will 
be of “record ’’-breaking dimensions. For 


the last week a specially augmented staff. 


has been working: at’ abnormally high 
pressure to keep pace, with the business 
coming to hand. ‘There is; splendid 
organisation, and, as a result, both foreign 
and local mails will be délivered all over 
Ireland before Christmas Day, 

Amiens street Office is the prinéipal for- 
warding office for the pareels trade at 
Christmas, and deliveries are made from 
the temporary offices “in . 
street. From this centre there is operating 


a special fleet of over forty, motor vans, 


working two deliveries a day to the 
suburbs. Another section of the parcels 
business is established at the Fowler Hal, 
Parnell square, and there the examination 
by the Customs of all dutiable parcels take 
place. The organisation at the Fowler Hall 
is excellent, as may be judged from the 
fact that since Sunday last those engaged 
there have examined and despatched a 
consignment of upwards of 10,000 parcels 
received by American mail on Sunday last 

In Dublin there will be a special delivery 
of letters and parcels to-morrow—a special 
service that will be. much appreciated, and 
will prevent any accumulation. Four 
hundred extra hands have been engaged 
at the Amiens ‘street Office, and since 
Wednesday Jast these have been working 
the round ‘of day and night. There has 
been no cessation, the work being dis- 
tributed over two shifts. One comes on 
at 9 a.m., and works till 9 p.m., when it 
is succeeded by the night staff, which does 
the twelve night hours. This constant 
work is absolutely necessary. 

While all the Customs examination ie 
done at Fowler Hall, there is a pre 
liminary examination of pareels at Amiens 
street; particularly. in. regard to. crass- 
Channel .pareels.

An engineering inspector of the Ministry 
of Health, one of His Majesty's inspectors 
of explosives, and a technical representa- 
tive of the London County Council will be 
associated .in the conduct of the inquiry. 
The names of the Commissiofiers and their 
terms of reference will be announced 
shortly. 

The Gas Light and Coke.Company, in an 
official statement, state that they recognise 
no responsibility for the accident. 


A DESERTED AREA. 

At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon there

In New Oxford street, Kingsway and 
Cambridge Circus a crowd, which grew 
bigger during the evening, jostled. at the 
barricades, staring into the gloom, beyond 
where the wrecked unlit streets lay. Little 
could be seén but electric torches moving 
here’ and. there; and nothing. could --be 
heard but a roar of road drills, 

At 7 o'clock there was no gas burning, 
although its - presence was : still - very 
evident, and workmen were continually. | 
reporting: sick. 

From Holborn to Cambridge Circus was 
more like a battlefield than anvthing else. 
On. all sides’. were. Jabourers digging 
trenches. with drills that rattled like 
machine guns, and at all corners stood 
the police on sentry duty. Wire entangle- 
ments were replaced by ropes, which were. 
stretched from pvint to point to prevent 
people falling into the holes in the road- 
way, , 


STREETS IN DARKNESS. 

Between High Horborn and Charing 
Cross road, roads had. been torn. up, 
windows smashed and buildings ruined. 
The high buildings of either side looked - 
vaunt and derelict; and the majority of 
the inhabitants had fled, apparently fear- 
ing that other explosions might occur. 

Here and there a fireman with a torch

‘That this Council request the Ministry 
of Transport to hold an inquiry, under Sec- 
tion 20 of the Ministry of Transport Act of 
1919, to ascertain liability for interruption of 
trafic caused by the explosion, and for the 
purpose of making such recommendations to 
the Government as. will tend to prevent 
recurrence of the disaster.” 

The Town Clerk continued that he had 
seen high officials of the Ministry of 
Transport yesterday, and they had told 
him that such a resolution would be 
welcomed by the Ministry.

hills dominating the beach, on which the 
men of the 29th..were expected to land. 
There was hardly an inch of that beach 
that was nut swept by fire and yet it was 
necessary that the men should .go ashore 
and line up there ready for the sweep 
towards the enemy positions. . 


GERMAN COMMANDER'S VIEW. : 

“ Von Sanders: the German commander 
of the Turks, had expressed the ‘dpinion 
that it was a physical ‘impossibility for 
flies, let, alone.men, to live in that death- 
swept area; but he did not allow for the 
unconquerable spirit of the Irishmen, 
who not only formed on that-sbeach of 
death, but dashed forward under a 
withering five, and carried the enemy posi- 
tions allotted to them.

The 
Shinwaris then provided levies against 
them, and they are apparently getting their 
own back. 

The general outlook upsets any theory 
that Afghanistan, as a whole, has gone 
headlong into revolt, and strengthens the 
hope of many that the King will succeed, 
with the help of levies and the winter, in 
restoring his authority in good time, as he 


did in 1925.

REBELS DISGUISED AS 

AFGHAN TROOPS. : 

Reuter’s Agency is ofhcially informed 
at the Alghan Legation.in, London that 
the wireless from the Palace at Kabul, 
which had been working withont interrup- 
tion, as stated, up to the 19th instant, 
was suddenly interrupted on the afternoon 
of that day owing to damage done by the 
retreating rebels to electrical works 
situated some thirty miles to the north of 
the city. 

Since then the London Legation has 
been receiving without interruption 
Kabul messages coming by way of Russia, 
and by this route the Legation was in 
receipt of news from the city itself up to 
Thursday evening, These messages stated 
that Afghan reinforcements had arrived in 
the city from different provinces, and were 
still coming in, to give loyal support to 
the King. 


WIRELESS BEING REPAIRED. 


There are no hostile forces in the city 
itself, all having been driven out to the 
northwards, where they damaged the elec- 
trical works, which are now being re- 
paired. This information came by wire- 
less on Thursday night, and doubtless it 
is this that was meant by the British 
Leyvation when. on the 19th instant, it 
announced to the aeroplane flying over- 
head that the situation was satisfactory. 

The tribesmen who were at the British 
l.evation some davs ago had no connec- 
tion at all with the Shinwari and other 
tribes who had attacked Jelalabad. Those 
with whom Sir Francis Humphrys con- 
versed were a hand of robbers, -more 
numerous than at first thought, totalling 
seven thousand well-armed. men. They 
were disguised as Afghan troops, and this 
gave rise te the report that part of King 
Amanullah’s Army had revolted. 


ROUT OF REBELS. 


After passing the Legation they moved 
further eastward in the directagh of the 
city, and thus blocked the way for some 
time from the British Legation. Two or 
three days later, however, they were com- 
pletely routed by Afghan troops and, as 
already stated, driven back to their 
northern hills. 

Since then there have been -no hostile 
troops at all in or near the city. 

As for the tribes operating in the east, 
they are faced by the Afyhan Army, and 
cannot move in the direction of Kabul. 


POSITION OF LEGATION. 


As regards the position of the British 
Legation, it is pointed out that the 
Afghan guards there consisted only .f 
half-a-dozen or so police, and were there 
for ordinary protection, and, of course, 
were not capable of withstanding any 
nossible attack from au organised force. 
This protection is exactly the same as that 
afforded to all the other foreign Legations.

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IRISHMAN'S MEMORIES 


OF THE AMIR. 


‘PUNISHMENTS METED OUT. 


Mr. P. Stewart, F.R.S.A., M.1.A.E., 
‘Dublin, formerly consulting engineer to 
the King of Afghanistan, in an interview 
with an Irish Times representative, yester- 
day, attributed the present trouble in 
Afghanistan-to the King’s action in fore- 
ing Western ideas on the people. 

“ My introduction to Afghanistan,” 
said Mr. Stewart, “was when I went, at 
the request of the Government of India, 
to discuss the establishment of motor 
transport between India and Afghanistan. 
Peshawar.is the terminal station for 
Aighanistan, whence one travelled on 
horseback or by car through the famous 
Khyber Pass, and when I got to Landi 
Kotal, the last outpost of British terri- 
tory, I had to sign a paper that I entered 
Afghanistan at my own risk. 

“The climate is unbearably hot in 
summer and exceptionally cold in winter. 
Fruit is the chief export, and while there 
is considerable mineral wealth, it has not 


" yet been exploited. 


“ The introduction of the motor car 


‘enables the journey from Peshawar to 


Kabul to be done in two days, instead of 
eight days by caravan.”’ 

Speaking of the normal conditions in 
Afghanistan, Mr. “Stewart said that the 
people lived in filthy surroundings—the 
more educated only having a superficial 
idea of cleanliness—which was the cause 
of the regular outbreak of cholera in 
Kabul. The Afghan is of hardy stock, 
born to face hardship and to be dependent 
on himself. 

“ AN UP-TO-DATE MIKADO.” 

“No matter how progressive the King 
may wish to be at times, as soon as the 
novelty of each new situation wears off 
the people go back to their old customs. 

“The King is an up-to-date Mikado, 
always making the punishment fit the 
crime. I have seen a man stoned to death 
for saying that there was no God because 
the wicked Amir was allowed to thrive. 
I have heard the cannon’s boom as it 
sent a man who had been strapped to its 
mouth to eternity for having threatened 
the Amir’s life. For we thefts, 


infidelity and robbery people lose arms, 


breasts or eyes. The Amir believes in 
showing his might by ocular examples of 
punishment. i 

“Tt will take many years to introduce 
Western ideas into Afghanistan, but there 
will never be another Afghan war. The 
Amir’s feelings are like those of “ Alice in 
Wonderland.’ ” concluded Mr. Stewart.

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

I understand that President Coolidge 
would be sympathetic to an invitation 
from the European Governments: to take 
part in an expert study of the German 
reparations situation, but so far no repre- 
sentations to this effect have been received. 

This intimatien comes presumably as a 
sequel to the visit which, according to the 
New York Times, Sir Esme Howard, as 
doyen of the Diplomatic Corps, was to 
have paid to Mr. Kellogg to-day on behalf 
of the Allied and German Governments, 
to ask him if the American Government 
would be willing to nominate an expert 
to participate in the negotiations of the 
Expert Committee which is being set up 
to provide for the final liquidation of the 
German reparations problem. 

President Coolidge feels that the matter 
of reparations is one which involves 
Europe almost entirely, and one whisn 
should be settled by the lKuropean 
nations. He does not, however, want the 
United States to shirk its duty. The 
President believes that a study should: be 
made by representatives left free by their 
Governments to. exercise their own judg- 
ment regarding what amounts should be 
paid and what actepted. 

President Coolidge, furthermore, be- 
lieves that if the United States, at the 
request of Europe, should participate in a 
Reparations Conference, there should be 
no criticism on the other side of the 
Atlantic at any time should the Washing- 
ton Government respond to a similar in- 
vitation. from the Central American 
nations with regard to their own affairs.

The necessity for fundamental amendment 
of the Northern Education Act has been 
brought freguently before the public in recent 
months, ind it is understood that both the 
Joint Committee of the Protestant’ Churches 
and the Grand Orange Lodge of Ireland have 
made representations to Northern Go- 
ment upon the subject, and that these repre- 
sentations are now under consideration. Two 
of the main points requiring amendment are: 
A provision for the teaching of religious in- 
struction in all provided and _ transferred 
schools in agcordance with the wishes of the 
parents, and definite representation of the 
churches and others interested in education 
upon borough and regional education com- 
mittees. 

At present the education committees are 
elected by the County Councils and County 
Borough Councils, oe they only con- 
tribute about one-twentieth of the total cost 
of education in Northern Ireland. When the 
new de-rating proposals come into effect, 
relieving agricultural land and farm build- 
ings and productive indastry from rates, the 
local anthorities will only contribute about 
one-fortieth of the cost of education, although 
thev have been invested with virtually com- 
plete control. In view of th® new situation 
that arises out of the de-rating scheme it is 
contended that the Government should now 
adopt the recommendation of the Lynn Com- 
mittee, which was not ‘embodied in the 
original Act, and nominate a considerable 
portion of all education committees, Some 
contend that fully 75 per cent, of the mem- 
bership of education committees should he 
nominated by the Government, as it is pro- 
viding nearly all the money. By this means, 
as the education committees have failed to do 
so, it is contended that adequate representa- 
tion could be given to the churches, bodies 
transferring schools, and those interested 
in edneational affairs. 


BELFAST RECTOR’S VIEWS. 

The Rev. James Quinn, D.A., Secretary of 
the Northern Church of Ireland Dioceses’ 
Education Committee and Joint Secretary of 
the United Education Committee of the Pro- 
testant Churches, speaking at a prize distri- 
bution at St. Jude’s Schools, Belfast, of 
whieh he is manager, yesterday afternoon, 
said that a year ago he pointed to certain 
features. of educational administration, as 
they had experience of it, that appeared 
to call urgently for public attention. 

Nothing: has transpired since then, pro- 
ceeded the Rev. Mr. Quinn, to lead one to 
suppose that what was said a year ago ‘was 
unnecessary. On the contrary, evidence 
accumulated daily that the matters then 
touched upon would have to be attended to 
before the Education Act could work 
smoothly and satisfactorily, Few, I think, 
would maintain to-day, for example, that a 
Committee of the Belfast Corporation was 
the best possible or even a suitable, body to 
which to hand over the control of the educa- 
tion of the children of this great city, which 
comprises upwards of half the total namber 
of Protestant children in Northern Ireland. 
The Belfast Corporation might, or might not, 
be a fit body to deal with housing, trams, 
roads etc., but education as a public service 
was in a different category from such things 
as these. They had responsibility for seeinz 
to it not only that children were well housed 
in school buildings and matters of that kind, 
but also fer the making of good citizens. 
Education had to do with the moral and 
spiritual as well as the material; its goal was 
the formation of character. 

As one of the Church representatives who 
had responsibility for urranging with the Go- 
vernment terms of the Education Act Amend- 
ing Bill of 1925, I have often been asked why 
on that occasion we did not see to it that the 
Amending Bill was not more comprehensive 
and that this evi] and that from which we 
have since suffered were adequately guarded 
against. Might I take this opportunity of 
explaining’? The Amending Bill of 1925 was 
in the nature of a compromise. One of the 
first changes that we asked for was that the 
original basis of education—namely, com- 
Lined secular arid separate religious instruc- 
tion—should be restored and continued, as 
was recommended by the Lynn Committee. 
Ve asked, also, that full heating and clean- 
ing grants should be given to non-transferred 
schools. It was found that to have conceded 
either of these demands at that time, and, in 
particular, the first of them, would have re- 
quired a far-reaching change in the Educa- 
t:ona] Act as it existed, and an appeal was 
made to us to cut down our demands to the 
absolute minimum necessary to enable us to 
carry on; and we did so, on the assurance 
given us by the Prime Minister, that if, after 
a few years working of the Act, further 
changes were necessary we could come to him 
and point them out, and that any representa- 
tion made by us would receive most careful 
and sympathetic consideration. We had no 
reason to doubt the Prime Minister’s assur- 
ance. Nor have we any reason to do 
so to-day. It has never been the policy 
of those of us who are specially interested 
in this question to embarrass the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland if it could possibly 
be avoided. We are of those who look upon 
Lord Craigavon as a great and devoted 
Ulsterman, anxious to do the very best for 
his native land, and one to whom we owe a 
great debt oí gratitude, and so we did as 
he asked. We pee now had three further 
years’ experience of the working of the Act, 
and we are convinced that the time has 
arrived when the whole situation should be 
reviewed and education put on a broader and 
hetter basis than it has yet attained, with a 
full and frank recognition given to the place 
that must be occupied by religion and re- 
ligious instruction if we are to hope to re- 
main a Christian community. 


FAR-REACHING CHANGES. 

It will be found that in the end we shall 
have to get back to the Lynn Committee Re- 
port, with its two-fold basis in education. 
Those who were responsible for casting its 
recommendations aside incurred a grave re- 
sponsibility. 

As one of the hon. secretaries of the Com- 
mittee of the Northern Dioceses (Church of 
Ireland) and a secretary of the United Com- 
mittee of the Protestant Churches which is 
co-operating with a Committee of the Grand 
Orange Lodge of Ireland, I have opportunity 
of knowing what the thoughts and feelings 
on this subject are in Tyrone, Formanhsh, 
Derry and elsewhere, and I would beg of all 
who have any responsibility, whether for ad- 
ministration or legislation, not to make the 
mistake of supposing that because there has 
been so far fittle agitation all is well and 
the Educational Act working satisfactorily. 
It is not. Far-reaching changes will have to 
be made, and the sooner the better. 

SIR ROBERT LYNN, M.P. 

Sir Robert Lynn, M.P., said that in recent 
years education in Ulster had made a great 
stride forward. They had started to work a 
new system, and on its success much de- 
pended. He was not there to say that it 
was perfect or anything like perfect, but, at 
any rate, it was a votable advance on the old 
order. The success of the new system must 
depend to a large extent on the goodwill of 
people of all classes. Could this be secured? 
He thought it could, but it could only be had 
by the Government recognising the defects 
which experience had shown to be inherent 
in the present arrangement. He had nothing 
but praise for much of the work that was 
being done by Regional Committees, but he 
made bold to say that the personnel of the 
committees was not fully representative of 
educational interests. One might be a good 
representative on a Borough or County 
Council and yet lack the special qualifications 
necessary for educational work. 

He would like to see the control of educa- 
tion lifted above ordinary every-day contro- 
versies, He had no sympathy with those 
who would prevent the Churches from play- 
ing their ree in educational administration. 
He wanted t@ see every Christian Church in 
the land brought into the closest touch with 
the work of the schools, They in Northern 
Ireland never believed in purely secular edu- 
cation. There was not antagonism towards 
the Churches, and he hoped for the sake of 
everyone that the estrangement in education 
would soon disappear, and that there would 
be cordial co-operation between clergy and 
laity, and that the aim of all woul to 
make the education system worthy of Ulster

THE CLASS ROOM. 

“The school class room is the proper place 
for boys of that age to learn their science,” 
he said. “The medical profession is one of 
the most confidential there is—one which 
deals with the intimacies of life, and it is 
not right that the students should be thrust 
together into the freedom of the university 
at the age of sixteen. They have to em- 
bark upon studies that are rather coarsening, 
and it is unpleasant to think that boys and 
girls should come together, for instance, in 
the dissecting room at the age of sixteen, 
and have to study together the things that 
make them into what we know as “the family 
friend.’ *’ 

The Chairman, Mr. R. Cary Gilson, who 
seconded the resolution, said that the ques- 
tion was a danger rather than an actual 
disaster. ‘The General Medical Council held 
that not. enough biology was taught in the 
schools. That was a matter that would 
have to be remedied. ‘‘ The General Medical 
Council,” ‘he said, “is a body quite out of 
touch with the schools. I am not aware 
of its present constitution, but there have 
been occasions when not one member of the 
body knew anything about schools. 

The legal position of the Council is ex- 
tremely weak. They have no power to en- 
force these regulations. There is no legal 
obligation for any student to be registered 
with the General Medical Council a. en he 
takes his course. Anyone with a medical de- 
gree at a university is qualified to practise, 
and can demand to be registered when he 
possesses the degree. If the worst comes to 
the worst, | think we might appeal to Uni- 
versties to bring pressure to bear upon the 
General. Medicai Council. If the Universi- 
ties back us up we can snap our fingers at 
the General Medical Council.

Canon W. F. Burnside (Canterbury} er- 
ticised a report made by a joint committee 
of Headmasters and headmistresses on re- 
ligious instruction. “IT am sorry to say that 
it very much belittles the Old 'Testament,” he 
Suid.

EMINENT COUNSEL PUZZLED. 

“I do not think that anybody knows the 
position of the betting laws at the present 
time,” said Sir Robert Wallace, Chairman of 
the London Sessions. 

Sir Henry Curtis-Bennett, K.C., defended 
a commission agent on an indictment alleging 
that he used premises “ for the purpose of 
money being received by him as a considera- 
tion to pay money on certain contingencies 
relating to horse-racing and football.” ‘I 
have found it very difficult to understand the 
betting laws,” said Sir Henry. “ Apparently, 
if vou go to a house and take money with 
you, and leave money for the bet, you are 
committing an offence. If you sent it by 
post, you are committing an offence. If vou 
telephone your bet and do not take the money 
or send it, you are committing no offence. 
It seems a little Gilbertian in character.” 

The commission agent, John Stewart 
McLauchlan (56), who pleaded guilty to the 
part of the indictment relating to football 
was fined £100 and costs. , 

For the prosecution it was stated that the 
premises, which were in New Bond street. 
were used for what was known as cash betting 
on certain football matches. There were over 
700 letters, mostly concerned with very smal] 
sums. The total amounted to £185. 

Sir Henry Curtis-Bennett said that 
McLauchlan had decided to give up the form 
of hetting which hrought him within the law. 

Sir Robert Wallace, in imposing the fine, 
said that the law was certainly in an extra. 
ordinary position.

The total number of passengers carried 
by rapid transit, street surface and 'bus 
lines, and by the Hudson tubes in the 
year ended June 30th, was 3,235,200,000. 

The rapid transit and street surface car 
lines alone carried a total of 2,921,200,000 
passengers, or 76,700,000 more than they 
carried in the year before—an increase o 
2.7 per cent. 

The Hudson and Manhattan Railroad 
Company, operating through the Hudson 
tubes, carried 112,500,000 passengers, and 
the ’bus lines carried 86,100,000. 

It is estimated that the municipal lines 
carried 97,750,000 passengers during the 
fiscal year, and the Williamsburg Bridge 
local line transported 17,600,000.

Will Iceland become a republic in 1930? 
That is the question that has been raised as 
a result of the announcement by a Socialist 
member of the Althing, the Icelandic Par- 
liament, Mr. Guomundsson, that he will ask 
the King of Denmark to offer the countr 
complete independence in that year. whic 
happens to make the one thousandth anni- 
versary of the establishment of the Althing 
and the first Icelandic republic. 

It would be a pretty safe statement that 
not one person in twenty knows what the pre- 
sent status of this little island is. It is 
supposed to be a kingdom, of which King 
Christian of Denmark is the ruler. Thus, 10 
is not a dependency of Denmark, but a sister 
kingdom, united only through the personal 
bond of the King. 

Accordin to a previous agreement, 
Iceland wili he free in 1943 to dissolve this 
connection completely, if it eo desires, by 
means of a popular vote. Hence the sugges- 
tion that this step be taken in the festival 
year of 1930 is simply anticipating by thirteen 
years an action already foreseen. 

The history. of Iceland goes back to the 
year 874, when the Norse chieftam, Ingolfur 
Anarson, began its settlement. The period 
of colonisation lasted until the establishment 
of the Aithing in 930. when the island became 
a republic. In 1262 there was internal die- 
sension, and, as a resuit, Iceland became 
linked with Norway in an arrangement some- 
thing like its present connection with 
Denmark. 

In 1380 Norway and Denmark were united, 
but when they saparated again centuries 
later, everyone forgot about Iceland, which 
somehow or other emerged from the shuffle 
a dependency of Denmark. The island is 
said to have declined under this régime, sup- 
porting at one time a population of no more 
than 358,000, but gradually the old Parlia- 
ment was re-established, and Iceland gained 
bit by bit its old sovereignty. In 1918 the 
country acquired its present equal status 
with Denmark, with the proviso allowing for 
future entire separation at the will of its 
people, a separation which may possibly come 
sooner if the present suggestion is acted 
upon. 


TUG FOUNDERS. 


TWO OFFICERS MISSING. 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
RANGOON, Wednesday. 

The Irrawaddy Flotilla Company's tug 
Ngatsein foundered in the Gali of 
Martaban yesterday while on his way from 
Moulmein to Rangoon. Her skipper, 
Captain Pennington, and her engineer. 
Mr. Philips, are missing, and of the 
Asiatic crew of fifteen the ship Aronda 
has rescued fourteen, and the ship 
Schwedaung brought the fifteenth to 
Rangoon to-day. 

Captain Charles Richard Goad, prin- 
cipal port officer of Burma, went down 
to the docks at Rangoon last evening to 
inform the captain of the ship Lady 
Craddock of the sinking. When return- 
ing to shore he appears to have fallen 
through the opening between the bridge 
and the pontoon and been drowned. His 
body has not yet been recovered from the 
river. 

Details regarding the loss of the 
Ngatsein are meagre. It is understood 
that the vessel Maharaha, which stood by 
in the vicinity, found nothing except an 
empty boat. The Lady Craddock has now 
put to sea to search for the two missing 
officers.

ADDRESS AT ANNUAL 
MEETING, 
—-——— 


The annual general meeting of the Royal 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland was 
held at 8 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterd 
at 4 pm. The President, Mr, James pA 
Webb, F.R.I.A.I., occupied the chair. There

The 38th annual report stated that the 
membership of the Institute is at present con- 
stituted as follows :—37 Fellows, 121 mem- 
bers, two honorary members, five students 
and tw enty probationers. 

During the year the following were elected 
members of the Institute in the order 
named :—Messrs. Ernest Albert Barrett, 
John Leonard Browne, Brendan Joseph 
Clinch and Walter James Buchan. 

Preliminary and intermediate examinations 
were held in June. Sixteen candidates sat 
jor the preliminary examination, seven of 
which qualified for registration as pro- 
bationers, and out of seven candidates who 
sat for the intermediate, three were ad- 
mitted to studentship. 

llaving passed the intermediate examina- 
iion held in June, Messrs, James Arthur 
Doyle, Fergus James Ryan and George 
Hamilton Lewis Stubbs were registered as 
students of the Institute. 

During the year the following were elected 
probationers of the Institute :—Messrs. Ivan 
Sidney Barrett, Stuart Clink, Michael Fran- 
cis Costello, Cecil John Crowe, Miss Mary 
Kathleen Harrington, Messrs. Francis J. 
Hughes, John H. McCreadie, F. Bernard 
Meehan, A. Seymour Rice and Fergus J. 
Rvan. 

The Council regret to record the death of 
he following members—Messrs. George P, 
Beater. Aubrey V. O'Rourke, Thomas A. 
burke-Lowey, and Louis E. H. Deane. 

Mr. Hugh William Flanagin resigned dur- 
ing the year. Mr. Charles John Dunlop was 
raised to the rank of Fellow during the 
session. 

The Council held twelve meetings during 
the year, of which three were special. 

The Council did not deem it expedient to 
take any action in regard to registration, 
pending the result of the bill introduced in 
the British House of Commons early in the 
‘ear. . The rejection of that bill was felt to 
im a definite set-back, but the Council kept 
in touch with the Royal Institute of British 
Architects arfd the Irish Institution of Civil 
Engineers, and some informal discussions took 
lace between the Hen. Convener of the 
Redietration Committee and the Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Institution of Civil Engineers. 

The Council stated that it awaited the 
result of the bill at present before the British 
House of Lords, which at the time of meeting 
had passed its second reading, and information 
jn regard io registration in the Colonies was 
being obtained. It is generally felt that the 
position in regard to registration will shortly 
reach a stage at which decisive action must 


be taken by this Institute. 

The Council again decided to award a prize 
for students of the Architectura! Association 
at the increased value of £15 15s. Od., the 
winner for the session 1927-28 being Mr. 
Edward Ronan Sheridan, 

Mr. J. V. Downes was appointed assessor 
for the session 1928-29. 

CORK COMMITTEE. 

In order to promote closer relationship 
between the Institute and the Cork Chapter 
a suggestion was madé to the effect that a 
wrecis of the minutes of the Council meetings 
should be forwarded to the Cork Committee. 
The matter wes still under consideration. 

The usual contribution of five guineas was 
paid to the Architects’ Benevolent Society, 
together with a special subscription of three 
guineas from one of the members. 

It is with great pleasure, says the report, 
that your Council have watched the develop- 
ment of the new School of Architecture at 
University College. Its influence could be 
readily recognised in the recent works which 
were submitted in competition for the re- 
spective prizes offered by the Institute and 
the Architectural Association. 

The Royal Institute of British Architects 
had granted the School in University College 
the privilege that students who had followed 
a specified course in the school might 
submit, instead of the usual testimonies 
of study required for the intermediate 
examination, work done by them in the 
college. At the request of the R.1.B.A., the 
Council deputed one of its number to inspect 
and report on the school. The Royal In- 
stitute of British Architects had further 
shown its interest in the schoo] by making 1t 
a grant of £50 on the recommendation of the 
Board Architectural Education, London, for 
the purchase of books. 

There were now about thirts 
matriculated and non-matriculated, in 
school. 

The report was adopted, on the motion of 
Mr. C. Keeffe, seconded by Mr. B. Joyce. 


EDUCATION. 

The outgoing President (Mr. J. H. Webb), 
in his address, said that, looking back at the 
three years during which he had been in office. 
one subject, one activity, seemed to stand 
out—that was education. They had been 
doing the best to forward the training of 
their students by co-operation with the School 
of Architecture in the National University. 
and by the newly-established system of 
examinations for entrance to the institute. 
They had been handicapped by the lack of 
education exhibited by those who came up 
for the preliminary examination, or who ap- 
plied for ¢xemption from it, ae they knew 
matriculation at an approved university 
exempted a student from most subjects in tho 
preliminary examination; but he was much 
interested to hear the President of the Incor- 
porated Law Society of Northern Ireland say 
that that body was going to allow only those 
who held a degree from an approved Univer- 
sity to claim exémption from their pre- 
liminary examination. Me had not much 
veneration for a University education ae it at 
present existed; but he recognised the effort 
of the Northern lawyers to provide that none 
but educated men should join their proies- 
sion. If there was any profession in which 
culture and education is needed it is in that 
of the architects. 

' THE COMMUNAL 6PIRIT. 

He noticed a growing tendency towards 
communal architecture being executed by 
Architectural Departments, either of the 
Government or Munici ality, which, apart 
from what one might think due to the pr- 
vate citizen who practised architecture, and 
who paid rates and taxes, seemed to him to 
introduce a danger of design becoming 
sterotyped. They had been fortunate, inás: 
wuch, that the official architects were, in ad- 
dition to being members of that Institute, 
most excellent practitioners of their art; but 
taking as detached a view as was possible for 
one who lived among architects, and had 
lived among architects, it would be better for 
the art of architecture in this country 1f 
public werk could, to some extent at least, 
Le entrusted to those in private practice. For 
instance, they Would not approve of having 
one playwright only at the Abbey. 

It would to bim from the knowledge 
that he had acquired during his period of 
office, and from his observance of the general 
trend of the situation in this country, that 
unless the architects made an effort to put 
forward their claims to public notice that they 
night become side-tracked, as it were, iu the 
body tic. The ordivary citizen was 
strangely ignorant of the functions of the 
architect, and, therefore, could hardly be 
expected to make use of the members of the 
profession in other ways, unless they them- 
selves brought to his notice the latent age. 
city which undoubtedly existed among archi- 
tects for dealing with social, artistic, and 
economic questions which arose from time to 
imme, 

He is nob aware that any achitect had been 
hppointed as a member of a Governmental 
Commission of any kind, with the great ek- 
ception of the Committee which had been sv 
successiul in proyiding their beautiful new 
coinage, and he thought they could claim 
that it was owing to the presence on that 
Committee of a t president of that In- 
stitute that the Master of the Royal Mint 
upheld the means adopted by that Committee. 
for obtaming suitable designs as a model 
to be adopted by other countries in similar 
clreumstances. Ii was the peculiar know- 
ledge end experience of architectural com- 
petitions possessed by their past presidents,

Which enabled him to guide the Committee | 
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and conduced to its success and the result 
achieved. There appeared to be a prejudice 
In some quarters against achitects, whether 
from misconception or ignorance, which was 
not deserved; as if they held too ligh an 
opinion of themselves and would not mix with 
the common herd. He was sure that thev 
were only too ready to confer with all and 
sundry and to give freely of that which was 
within them if only they were given an oppor- 
tunity to do so. 
COST OF BUILDING. 

He regrets that they were not represented

NAVAL STOKER’S WILL.

PRESUMPTION THAT IT WAS 
REVOKED. 
(BEFORE JUDCE hin ús 

After a hearing which lasted the greater 
part of four days the Judge delivered judg- 
ment in the action brought by 
Frank P. O’Kearney, of Belvedere avenue. 
Dublin, against Patrick Weldon, of 
Chapelizod, with regard to the estate of the 
late John Patrick Weldon, who was a native 
of Chapelizod. John P. Weldon died at 10 
Lennox street, Dublin, on December 17th, 
1926. He had been for many years a stoke 
in the United States naval service. He re- 
turned to Ireland in 1920, and it was alleged 
by the plaintiff that he made a will m 
Ireland on the 18th of August of that year, 
by which he divided his property between 
the plaintiff's brother and his.two sisters— 
some small pecuniary legacies. It appeared 
that the deceased man had left a considerable 
amount of property, of which about £900 
in the Irish Free State at the time 
The defendant was a cousin 
and next-of-kin of the deceased man, who 
was not married, and whose brother and 
sisters had predeceased him. The plaintiff's 
family was in-no way related to the deceased, 
but the plaintiff's sister, Mrs, Alice Weldon, 
married to the deceased man’s

The defence was a denial, on the usual 
grounds, that the will was illegally executed, 
and pleaded that it had been procured by 
the undue influence of the plaintiff. There 
was a further plea to the effect that the will 
had been destroyed by the plaintiff with the 
intention of revoking it. The origina) will 
was lost, but a copy of it was verified by the 
plaintiff. 

The Judge held that the evidence for the 
plaintiff was unsatisfactory, and was not 
without grounds for suspicion. He had to 
reject the evidence of the witness, Mrs. 
Brady, and he could not accept the evidence 
of the plaintiff as to conversations alleged to 
have taken place between him and the de- 
ceased man after his return from America in 
1926. In the ordinary course, the will not 
having been found amongst the testator’s 
papers after his death, revocation would be 
presumed. The evidence which had been 
offered to rebut the presumption of revoca- 
tion, the Judge said, he could not accept, 
and he accordingly held that the will was 
revoked by destruction, and that the grant 
of letiers of administration had been properly 
made to Mr. Weldon. the defendant. He 
condemned the will on the ground of re- 
vocation.

LORD LONSDALE ON THE HISTORY 
OF BOXING.

In his 
epening address, Lord. Lonsdale gave. a 
glossary of the history of boxing. He went 
back to. 1890, when, he said, the Government 
issued orders for the arrest of Frank Slavin

tand MacAuliffe, two principals in a boxing 


match which had been arranged. He read 
a report of tlie proceedings which followed. 
Lord Lonsdale, fought the case against the 
Government. The jury disagreed after a 
three days’ hearing, atid the ease was thrown 
out. On a new trial the Crown came to the 
conclusion that there case. Slavin 
and MacAuliffe were dismissed, and Lord 
Lonsdale won his case. This gave rise to 
boxing’ at the Pelican.
